intuition, indeed seems to have had 
a (lash of second-sight (or was it 
just horse sense?) during his re­ 
cent Munich beer cellar speech 
when he told his people in about so 
many words that they were headed 
(or mountains of grief. 
The titanic battle on the Russian 
front has worsened suddenly for 
the Hitlerites. 
Two outstanding 
developments indicate that this 
greatest of all armed conflicts is 
In the midst of another far-reach­ 
ing crisis. These events are: 
1.—The Red avalanche has en­ 
gulfed Zhitomir, thereby slashing 
Hitler’s thouBand-mile front virtu­ 
ally in two, and pointing a spear­ 
head at the Polish border, some 
60 miles away. It is one of the key 
victories of the war. 
2.—The Germans today announc­ 
ed that half a million Russian 
troops have broken through the 
Nazi defenses in the Dnieper bend 
trap which the Muscovites are try­ 
ing to close about the Hitlerites in 
that region. This hasn’t been con­ 
firmed by the Soviet. 
The Berlin statement about a 
break-through at the trap would 
seem to be calculated to prepare 
the German public for another big 
withdrawal of their forces in that 
area. 
As a matter of fact it 
wouldn’t be surprising if the re­ 
treat already is well on its way. 
IF this is true, there is direct re­ 
lation between the retirement 
in the extreme south and the dan­ 
gerous extension of the Red wedge 
which has been driven into the 
Nazi line at Zhitomir to the north. 
A deep thrust through the front 
above the Dnieper bend would 
render the German position on the 
southern flank untenable. 
The mighty Russian war ma­ 
chine is gathering momentum as 
the ground freezes. Thus far the 
Germans have averted a debacle 
by the soldierly withdrawal of 
their unwidely line, and despite 
the critical developments there’s 
no sign at the moment that they 
won’t be able to continue falling 
back with some semblance of or­ 
der. 
However, their position has wore 
ened steadily sad th«y*re on tho 
^marines 
broad highway to ultimate disaster. 
It’s an amazing thing that the 
Russians have been able to keep 
their 
terrific 
offensive 
moving 
through the terrible fields of mud 
produced by the fall rains, especi­ 
ally ae they had been driving 
steadily since July 12 and by all 
the rules of war were due to pause 
for rest, repairs and consolidation 
of gains. 
The weather and the mud were In 
favor of the defending Nazis and 
the fact that they were unable to 
halt the Red armies is a clear in 
dication of the superiority of the 
Russian striking power 
WHILE the Hitlerite# have been 
able to retreat without falling 
into a general rout, they not only 
have been suffering heavy casual 
ties but have lost a colossal amount 
of materiel. 
The steady loss in manpower has 
been serious, for the harassed 
fuehrer has just about drained his 
reservoir of reserves, both in ex 
treme youth and In middle age 
Still, it well may be that, so far 
as concerns the exigencies of the 
moment, his loss in materiel has 
been a greater blow 
If Hitler’s war industries were 
running full blast and pouring out 
great quantities of supplies as they 
did in the early part of the war. 
then his recent losses in equip­ 
ment in the bloody battlefields of 
Russia wouldn’t be so serious. 
But the American and British 
bombing team is ripping the Der 
man industrial centers to pieces. 
The fuehrer can’t replace his losses 
on the eastern front and conse 
quently is growing weaker each 
day as he pulls his line back and 
leaves more supplies behind. 
T HE harsh corollary to this is 
that even lf the Nazi chief 
could replace hts losoes in man­ 
p o w e r— which he cannot do—he 
would be unable to give them the 
equipment necessary to withstand 
the Russian onslaught. 
The German army still possesses 
great defensive power, as we like­ 
ly shall have demonstrated when 
we undertake the great invasion 
of France, but it has shot its bolt 
as an offensive machine. 
As things stand, the fate of the 
retreating German forces is bounc­ 
ing about like the ball in a roul­ 
ette wheel, and nobody can say 
where the ball will drop. 
While there are bound to be lo­ 
cal Nazi disasters, one would ex­ 
pect them to keep retiring in hope 
of being able, to make a stand be­ 
fore long. However. Hitler may not 
be able to bring hi* war machine 
out of its skid and it may just 
keep on sliding toward the reich.

Statement Also Renounces

COLUMBUS, Nov. 15 — Gov. 
John W. Bricker announced form­ 
ally today he Is a candidate for 
the Republican presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
His statement also renounced 
any bld for a fourth term as gov­ 
ernor. 
“In view of the great needs, 
confident of the fact that the 
Republican party will be called 
upon to lead our nation at the next 
election, I shall be a candidate 
for president of the United States 
in the Ohio primaries and before 
the Republican national conven­ 
tion,” he asserted. 
His only reference to delegates 
in any state was that he will seek 
to win support of the Ohio delega­ 
tion. 
Throws Open Ohio Field 
The governor said last week 
that his action in other states 
would be determined by events 
“as they come to pass.” 
His withdrawal from the tuber 
natorlal picture threw open the 
field to four potential candidates 
who, according to all reports, re­ 
fused to withdraw during a dinner 
with Bricker last night and thus 
clear the way for one of the quar­ 
tet and prevent any intra-party 
dispute.

Germany today admitted that 
Russian troops have staged a 
break-through in the Dnieper 
bend and said a big battle is 
raging.

States marines.

In killing Palmer, the Japanese 
wiped out half of the white civilian 
population of Bougainville.

Hit In Legs, Feet 
Fragments of the bombs struck 
me in the legs and feet 
It was .professional curiosity of 
the highest order that kept Palmer 
on the island after a majority of

With an amazing zest, he spent 
days and part of his nights Inter­ 
viewing generals, 
colonels, 
cap­ 
tains and privates and talking to 
black natives who confessed in

OONER or later—perhaps only 
once in a lifetime, but always 
that once — we all have to make 
a speech in public. It doesn't mat­ 
ter what kind of a speech, or how 
Important.

isolated was to be in danger. Once 
upon his feet, while all his fel­ 
lows are sitting, the speaker is 
isolated, and the center of atten­ 
tion. He is in effect an animal at 
bay—and with the pack against 
him. From the primitive point of 
view he if in mortal danger, and 
the Fear Reaction (which is physi­ 
ological) 
immediately 
begins 
to 
work.” . . . 
End quote. I hate to push the 
medico away from the microphone 
—after all, he was doing all right 
with it—but his treatise gets a lit 
tie technical from there on in, and 
a little lengthy for the paper short­ 
age; so I’ll try to sum It up in 
brief myself. 
The basic point of It is that man 
was once a runnlng-and-climbing 
animal, and so of course to this 
day, when anything scares him, the 


darn fool reverts to type. The fact 
that runnlng-and-climbing are im 
practicable on a lecture platform 
has nothing to do with the case. 
All his atavistic instincts are bent 
upon escape, and all the glands and 
muscles which would ald him in 
his flight begin to function. 
And of course, by the same tok­ 
en, all those which he WOULDN’T 
need—for a quick dive into his 
cave, let’s say, or a fast bee-line 
to the jungle—all those suspend 
activity, so that the other mechan­ 
isms can have freer play.

For Future Peace Treaties

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 — A crusade for guarantees In future 
peace treaties of worldwide press freedom, on the premise that univer­ 
sal dissemination of the truth would make the chance of war remote, 
is proposed by Kent Cooper, executive director of the Associated Press, 
in a survey of “journalism in wartime.” 
The study, released by Ute American Connell on public affairs. In­ 
cludes 
contributions 
from 
more*!——— --------------------------------—— 
than a score of leading news exec­ 
utives, 
writers, 
advertising men 
and others of various phases of 
newspaper responsibilities and con­ 
tributions in wartime. 
Particularly, Cooper argues for 
free and direct access to news of 
all governments by foreign corres­ 
pondents equally with domestic re­ 
porters and 
equal 
facilities 
for 
transmission to their own countries. 
"Availability 
of 
news 
at 
the 
source,” he says, “ with the result­ 
ing competition in getting it and 
preparing it for publication under­ 
standably, will lead to the dis­ 
closure of the truth to all peoples. 
Governments never have an easy 
time inciting free men to war. 
The press “should take as its 
premise the fact that suppression 
and control of the press by govern­ 
ments constitute a prime cause of 
wars," Cooper said. 
John H. Sorrells, executive edi­ 
tor of Scripps-Howard newspapers, 


says newspaper responsibilities are 
essentially the same in war as in 
peace, with more Importance. 
“In no essential has the Amar 
lean newspaper failed to keep faith 
with the necessities of military se 
crecy—and there is evidence, which 
will mount as time goes on, of its 
vigilance and effectiveness in pre­ 
serving the essential elements of 
a press,” Sorrells said. 
Roy A. Roberts, managing editor

HE other day I heard a man

T hat Is why in Washington real­ 
ism has become another name for 
pessimism, whereas to have faith 
is to take risks. 
Now it has been the fashion to 
say that war is frightful bat just 
walt until peace breeks out. Per­ 
haps so. 
But I think we may risk the 
belief that the problems of peace, 
however 
herd 
and 
complicated, 
will not be nearly so terrifying 
as they seem when we speculate 
about them with little knowledge 
and much theory. 
But they also will be different 
problems then we Imagine they 
would be before we really examin­ 
ed them. 
Consider, for example, how In 
regard to the relief of the liber­ 
ated countries of Europe an ex­ 
am ination of the realities affects 
our preconceived notions. 
We now have the agreed figures 
of the needs of the eight Europ­ 
ean countries which are to be 
liberated.

T heir "re lief' problem I* not a 
relief problem at all from our 
point of view. 
It is a problem of allocating the 
world supply of goods, which is 
tem porarily short of the demand, 
lo s i to prevent a disorderly in­ 
flation of world prices.

lf France. 
Belgium,

N etherlands 
and 
Norway 
start 
bidding each for itself and each 
all the others and against the 
British, the Russians and oursel­ 
ves, there will be economic chads 
everywhere. 
This matter-of-fact, and genuine­ 
ly realistic, approach will clarify 
many other questions which are 
now very confused and tangled by 
bad Information and had theory.

Brig. Gen. William R. Arnold, 
chief of chaplains, says it's recog­ 
nized that as the tempo of war 
increases, soldiers’ Interest in splr- 
itual m atters also increases and 
that this was taken into considera­ 
tion long ago in the chaplain re­ 
cruiting program. 
W hat wasn’t anticipated was (I) 
th at the soldiers’ interest in things 
spiritual would expand as rapidly 
as it has and (2) that there would 
be a lag in the recruitm ent of 
chaplains 
Only 
two- denominations, 
the 
United Presbyterians and the Uni­ 
tarians have exceeded the procure­ 
m ent quotas of the arm y assigned 
to them. Four others are slightly 
ahead or Just about even with the 
procurem ent schedules; three just 
barely behind. 


But there are seven denomina­ 
tions which a r e -lagging. 
The arm y right now could use 
alm ost 1,000 additional chaplains, 
Gen. Arnold says. 
< Since 
Pearl 
Harbor. 
33 
have 
given their lives in action in the 
arm y alone. Although they ar§ non­ 
combatants and carry no weapons, 
the instances where chaplains ac­ 
company their charges right into 
the front line foxholes are so num­ 
erous as to be almost common­ 
place. 
Gen. Arnold says the shortage 
of chaplains Is the arm y’s only re­ 
ligious bottle-neck. The army al­ 
ready has built more than 1,200 
cantonm ent type chapels, equipped 
for use by Protestants, Catholics 
and Jews. Even in the field, there 
Is no dearth of hymn books, books 
of scripture, portable organs, etc. 
In the last month for which fig­ 
ures were available, nearly 122.- 
OOO services were held, with an at­ 
tendance total of 7,600.000. 
In 
addition, 
the chaplains 
reported 
more than 7,400,000 instances of 
personal contact, mostly private 


sessions with lads who have prob­ 
lems they wish to talk over. 
Not all these problems are strict­ 
ly spiritual, of course, but they 
are of such importance In maintain­ 
ing morale both a t the front and 
at home that It becomes a major 
arm y problem if there’s shortage 
of chaplains. 
Under a recently adopted pol­ 
icy, the arm y is now giving cer­ 
tification of award to churches, 
schools and religious organizations 
who “lend-lease” their pastors or 
other officials for the duration. 
Any member of the m inistry un­ 
der 45 years of age is eligible 
for enlistm ent but only those who 
are physically fit to stand 
the 
gruelling conditions of battle are 
assigned to combat units. There 
are hundreds of others needed in 
this country and a t advanced but 
not front-line bases. 
The chaplaln-corps Is th# only 
one in any branch of the services 
which 
doesn’t 
obtain 
it 
quotas

selective service.

Rabbit Aids War Effort 
LOS ANGELES—The lowly back­ 
yard bunny Is doing her part 
for the effort —and more too—al­ 
though she never may get a service 
medal. 
Not only is she providing food 
for millions, hut her pelt Is used 
tar furs and felts. Rabbit blood is 
employed in making serum tar 23 
types of pneumonia. Skins are used 
for glue. And. of course, the rab­ 
bit'* foot is in demand—ah a good- 
luck charm. 
Three months from mating young 
rabbits are ready for the table. 
And 
the average meat producing 
doe is bred for four litters a year, 
according to George S. Templeton, 
director of the United States rab­ 
bit experiment station at Fontana, 
Calif. 
The litters number from four to 
eight young and on a few occa­ 
sions a doe has been known to 
produce as many as Iii. 
Translated in term s of meat—a 
10-pound doe will produce 50 pounds 
of meat annually.

Profiteering 


It Goes Hand in Hand With War, And 


No Sucker Who Feels Otherwise Ever 


Will Get An Even Break

S 
OME of our vast nldtime American fortunes 
are said to be founded on profiteering in 
tim# of war. The wealth traces back to fat con­ 
tracts of various kinds during the W ar Between 
the States and even beyond that conflict. 
Then tfiere are newer fortunes that nndoubtedly 
had their beginnig in World W ar I, which pro­ 
duced one of the most prodigious profiteering 
eras In the history of the nation. The money 
In most eases came, of course, from taxpayers 
via government coffers. It was, and is, blood- 
money, but a curious thing about money in the 
United States is that blood stains disappear 
from it after a lapse of time. 
To what extent profiteering has developed in 
this war is difficult to determine. Som e‘big oper­ 
ations have been revealed among certain contrac­ 
to r! in w ar m aterials and more may be uncovered 
after the war when the investigators really est 
busy. But in the main the profiteering apparenrto 
the public la on a petty larceny scale so far. 
It m anifests itself in little advantages taken 
by dealers in commodities of one kind and an­ 
other and on curtailed service and accomoda­ 
tions in enterprisee thpt cater ta the public. Of 
course we have the black market, for which the 
public Itself Is to blame. The black m arket could 
not operate without the patronage of the public. 


r T SEEMS improbable that any great fortune 
* will be made by any considerable number 
of persons out of profiteering in this war be­ 
cause of price restrictions and high taxes. In 
the black m arket, the most money is being 
made by unscrupulous combinations handling 
Whisky, and here the revenue and the risk both 
run very high. But among legitim ate whisky men 
there is the feeling the FBI is not asleep and 
that a day of reckoning is coming for the racket 
boys. 
Oldtime liquor racketeers have learned much 
ainee prohibition days. They are pretty cagey 
about taking chances against the government, 
but a lot of Johnny-Corae-Latelys have conte 
into the whisky black m arket willing to run 
risks for the huge returns involved. It is these 
fellows who are operating high, wide and hand 
some. They have all kinds of subterfuges tar 
beating the law, some evolved by legals minds 
and supposed to be prison proof. 
The tem ptation presented to a legitimate fel­ 
low with a raft of whisky in storage must be 
very great, indeed. The racket lads come around 
with propositions that will enrich bim tenfold, 
the only drawback being th at it Is money which 
has to be bidden somehow to keep the govern­ 
m ent from getting it all. Hidden money has th* 
disadvantage of having a prison sentence ate 
tacbed to it. 
B 
UT the public demands whisky and is willing 
to pay a most fantastic price for it, w ith a 
a resultant fantastic profit to the whisky owner. 
Hence the black m arket flourishes. It all goes 
back to the public again. W ithout the patronage 
of the public, there would be no whisky black 
m arket any more than there would have been 
bootlegging in the days of prohibition. 
The spirit of profiteering always will mani­ 
fest itself in this country in time of war. Some­ 
time* it runs ahead or patriotism. It is not above 
clipping even fighting men in a myriad of petty 
ways. However, I cannot say that this spirit 
is peculiar to the United States. 
Our press correspondents with arm ies in the 
field 
often 
mention 
Ute 
sharp 
practices 
of 
the trade* people and the civilians generally on 
our soldiers in the areas we liberate. It was the 
same way in France in World W ar I. W ar and 
profiteering go hand in hand and neither gives 
a sucker a break.

regency. 
Badoglio said he was forced to 
refuse these conditions. 
His refusal and decision to re­ 
sign onoe Rome is reached, by a 
political paradox, removed the one 
strong prop that has kept Vittorio 
Emannele on th* throne he has 
occupied for 48 years. 
When Badoglio resigns, the king, 
under the constitution, must try 
to form a new government With 
all political parties united on the 
ground they will not Join any gov 
eminent under him, he presumably 
would have no alternative but to 
resign. 
Badoglio said ha has received a

“This decision giving the miners 
a wage increase of about $1.50 a 
day means th at there w ill be a gen 
eral increase In wage scales, fol­ 
lowed by an increase in th# cost 
of living and then fey more de­ 
mands for wage increase until the 
spiral of Inflation will be come un­ 
controlled.

WUU* reported live First Iatdy 
expressed

ica you want, After the war you’ll
